SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 4.—(Special 
| Dispateh. ) A sworn statement of the cap- 
tain of the vessel that landed at Hono- | 
lulu the arma and ammunition used by 
the Royalists in the recent attempted revo- 
lution has been received in this city 
and will undoubtedly create a stir in 
Washington when its contents are 
known. 

It gives many important facts not as 
yet known to the authorities at Washing- 
ton, but which will sooner or later find 
their way to Congre:s.

The western express on the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad, 
train No. 1, bound for Colorado and Cali- 
fornia points, was held up one mile west 
of Sylvia, Reno county, Kan., at 11:25 
o'clock last night by four masked men, 
| who signalled danger. Two of the rob- 
bers covered the engineer and fireman, 
and two went to the express-car. For 
some reason they failed to effect an en- 
trance, and then went to the coaches and 
made the passengers give up all their 
valuables. 

The train was held for an hour and ten 
minutes by the robbers, who then rode off 
to the south. Conductor McGrath ran his 
train back to Sylvia and gave the alarm, 
and Sheriff Patton was on the train with 
his posse in a few minutes. The robbers 
are believed to Be members of the Tat- 
ford gang. One of the pair who went 
through the train is described in height as 
5 feet 9 inches, and wore a wide-rimmed, 
gray hat. The other man was tall and 
a mackintosh. 


THE OTHER ROBBERS. 


Sheriff Returned Without Being Able 
to Run Them Down. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. — 

WILCOX (Ariz.,) Feb. 4.—Sheriff Fly 
and Under Sheriff Caldwell returned to- 
night, after following the trail of the 
robbers, who held the train up at this 
point last Wednesday night, for five days. 
They have made long and hard rides, 
changing horses at every practicable point. 
The trail led down the Sulpbur Spring 
‘Valley, the bandits never leaving the 
‘traveled road for a distance of nearly 
fifty miles. .They were mounted on excep- 
tionally good horses, with which they bad 
just won a series of races on Mexican 
sotl. These same animals carried them 
a distamce of about forty miles, where 
they were met by a confederate near 
Moore’s ranch, with fresh mounts, and 
which point they made about daybreak 
Thursday morning, riding the distance in 
about seven or eight bours. 

The trail indicates that for a distance 
of about eighteen miles a trot was kept 
up, and for the next twenty miles a lope 
was the gait. From Moore’s ranch She trail 
led to the fastnesses of the Chiricahua 
Mountains, where the robbers are hidden 
in the almost inaccessible mountain of 
rock. It is known that food had been 
taken into this hiding place and stored 
at several different places in advance, and. 
at this time of year, with water plentiful 
everywhere, they will be able to subsist 
for some time with the supplies on hand. 
Their horses were undoubtedly abandoned 
and the hiding place reached on foot from 
the base of the mountain. It is known 
beyond a doubt that but the two men, 
Wheeler and George, were the robbers, but 
it is equally certain that they have con- 
federates who assisted them in hiding 
the supplies and who will act as spies dur- 
ing their period of self imprisonment in 
the mountains. | 

Not an act was left undone by Sheriff 
Fly and his ready assistants to run down 
the bandits, and everywhere he was met 
by willing hands to join in the search as 
guides and guards. From members of the 
posse and ranchers along their route of 
travel it is learned that no officer was 
more zealousor active than Sheriff Fly, 
despite the efforts of some to belittle his 
unusual efforts toapprehend the wrong- 
doers.

VERY CONSERVATIVE. 
Carlisle’s Surplus So Considered by 
Treasury Officials.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Treasury of- 
ficials generally express the opinion that 
Secretary Carlisle’s estimate of a surplus 
ot $22,500,000 for the calendar year, 1895, 
is conservative. It is urged that the cus- 
toms duties on sugar alone should bring 
‘at least $35,000,000 during the next eleven 
‘months, and that the revenue from the in- 
come tax is likely to reach $40,000,000. 
The receipts from general customs and 
from whisky withdrawals are expected to 
materially increase from now on, which, 
it is believed, will bring the receipts for 
the twelve months up to about $380,500,- 
000. The disbursements for the year, it 
it thought, will not exceed $351,000,000, 
leaving a surplus, after deducting the 
$7,000,000 deficit for January, of $22,500,000. 

The internal revenue Officials, on figur-. 
ing on the receipts from income taxation, 
estimate that the returns prior to July 1 
will amount to $10,000,000, and for the re- 
maining six months, $30,000,000.

HABEAS CORPUS WRITS. 
The Supreme Court Refuses to Grant 
Them. 


4ssoclated Press Leased-wire Service. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4. — The Supreme 
Court of the United States today denied 
the application of Eleveston R. Chapman, 
a recalcitrant witness in the Senate Sugar 
Trust investigation last summer for a 
writ of habeas corpus, on the ground that 
4t was not competent for the Supreme 
Court to interfere in the matter until 
after the case should be finally 
of by the district courts. 
Chief Justice Fuller, who delivered the 
decision, says if the final decision should 
be against him, it would be competent 
for Chapman to apply for a writ of error 
to the United States Court, and in case 
it could not be granted, to apply for 
a habeas corpus, but he thought the 
ends of justice would be better subserved 
if there were no interference at this time. 
Chief Justice Fuller said the court had 
been unable to see that Chapman’s case 
presented any exceptional circumstances 
as set up in his petition. The applica- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus was also 
denied in the case of J. S. Schriever on 
the same grounds, the court remarking 
it was essentially similar to the Chap- 
man case. Justice Field dissented. 


Report Confirmed. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.— Secretary 
Gresham has received a cablegram from 
Minister Dunn at Tokio, confirming the 
Associated Press réport of the rejection 
of the Chinese peace commissioners by 
the Japanese, on the ground that their 
credentials are defective in not granting 
them plenary powers. 


Promised Remuneration, but He Did 
wee

NEW YORK, Feb. 4.—A special to the 
World from Richmond, Va., says that An-. 


derson Whitaker, an aged negro of Scott 
county, was, in slavery days, the property 
of Nathan Whitaker of that county. At 
the close of the war his master, an invalid, 
was reluctant to relinquish his claims on 
the trusted and faithful nurse, and so pro- 
posed to Andrew that he remain with him 
in voluntary service, and he would be- 
queath to him a house and lot and other 
real estate. The negro agreed, and until 
August, 1893, when his master died, per- 
formed the same labors that he had before 
the law freed him. He was then an old 
man. 

When the will was read it appeared that 
the only legacy left him was a horse worth 
$30. The contract under which the colored 
man had served the best days of his life 
had never been made in writing. The old 
negro brought his grievance to Capt. J. 
Wood, a well-known attorney, who under- 
took to enforce the terms of the contract. 

The Circuit Court of Scott county at its 
last term threw out the case on technical 
grounds and now the Supreme Court of 
the State is asked to allow the ex-slave 
remuneration for his long service in self- 
imposed slavery. | 


THE COUNTRY SAFE. 


Secretary Carlisle Badly Frightenend 
but Still Lives. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 4.—A special dispatch 
from Washington to a morning paper says 
that Secretary Carlisle narrowly escaped 
being knocked down by a reckless sleigh- 
ing party this afternoon while he was on 
his way to the White House to consult 
with the President about a financial ques- 
tion. The Secrétary was walking along 
Pennsylvania avenue, and was just about 
to cross Executive avenue, which separates 
the treasury from the White Hose 
grounds. He looked solemn and oblivious 
of what was passing before him. Sud- 
denly a high-stepping horse, drawing a 
cutter containing two young people, dashed 
across the street immediately in front of 
the Secretary. He was badly frightened, 
for he barely escaped being run over. 

He fell backward toward the curbing 
with a start that shook his hat from his 
head, and it was several seconds before he 
recovered sufficiently to remark that he 
had a very close call. A treasury police- 
man glared indignantly at the rapidly-dis-

SILVER ADVOCATE. 


| wyoming’s New Senator Favors the 


White Metal. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

-OHTICAGO, Feb. 4.—8. C. D. Clark, 
lately elected Senator from Wyoming, was 
in Chicago last night, on his way to Wash- 
ington, to take his seat. He will arrive 
at the mational capital not later than 
Thursday next, and will at once take 
the oath of office. In the Wyoming Senator 
the silver men of Congress will have a 
strong advocate, and his vote can be 
counted upon as against the recommenda- 
tion of the President’s recent message. 

“The sentiment among Wyoming peo- 
ple,“ Mr. Clark said, is strongly against 
a large issue of bonds to maintain the 
gold standard. They want some practical 
steps taken now toward bimetallism, and 
will oppose any movement which will 
simply fasten the single-money standard 
upon the country.”’ 

Mr. Clark expressed himself strongly on 
the subject of selling bonds at the pres- 
ent time to maintain what he termed 
“the monometallism of gold.“ 

Regarding the new Senators from the, 
West, Mr. Clark noted a great change 
from what was once the almost universal 
custom from the new States west of the 
Rockies. ‘Nearly, if not all, the Senators 
elected this year, he said, are poor men. 
In no single exception were the Senators 

Monaires or elected by the influence 
of money. 

“If there had been a million dollars 
for the purchase of votes in Wyoming,“ 
Mr. Clark added, not a dollar could have 
been used corruptly. I think the same 
is true with all the new States. We have 
got over all the rough sentiments of early 
times now. We are down to hard, practi- 
cal ‘business. 

“Perhaps the hard times here had much 
to do with the change in the far West, 
but at any rate it has been most marked 
since last fall’s elections. If Utah is ad- 
mitted, poor men will come to the Senate 
from that State also.’’ * 

Mr. Clark was hopeful that the Carey 
law for the irrigation of arid lands would 
be accepted by Wyoming. He believed 
the State would accept the 1,000,000 acres 
of arid lands, as provided in the Carey 
law, and would take steps to have the 
land irrigated by private corporations. In 
the Big Horn Valley alone, he had been 
told, a single irrigating ditch would pro- 
vide water for a vast region. It was his 
opiniom that if the State succeeded in ir- 
rigating the arid lands given it under the 
Carey law, the general government would 
turn over all the arid lands within the 
berders of the State. All the objections 
against the projects for irrigation being 
undertaken by corporations, om the ground 
that it tended to a vast system of land- 
lordism, Mr. Clark believed could be over- 
come by the Wyoming Legislature, which 
is now considering a number of bills, cov- 
ering the grant in the Carey law.

The Union Pacific to Join the Trunk 
Committee.

CHICAGO, Feb. 4:—It is now practically 
certain that the Union Pacific will be- 
come a member of the Western Trunk 
Line Committee. The declaration of the 
Northern Pacific that it would not allow 
the Union Pacific to participate in the 
Puget Sound business until it had with- 
drawn its refusal to open-up the Oregon 
Short Line for, through business, was 
made Saturday afternoon before the Union 
Pacific expressed its willingness to accede 
to the other lines. The change, in the 
attitude of the Union Pacific people in- 
duced a corresponding change in the sen- 
timents of the Northern Pacific, and there 
seems to be no longer any reason why 
the Union Pacific should remain outside 
the committee.

AMERICAN CATTLEMEN. 


The Mexican Government May Seize 
Their Stock.

YUMA (Arisz.,) Feb. 4.—The American 
cattlemen who have for years ranged their 
stock on the extensive lands of the Blythe 
concession in Lower California near here 
are likely to lose all their stock through 
seizure by the Mexican customs author- 
ities. Until the boundary line was recently 
surveyed, no ohe knew exactly where the 
line was, and cattle roamed over the 
whole country with perfect freedom. 
About three months ago, however, the 
Mexican government established civil au- 
thority over the northeastern part of 
Lower California, and the vicinity soon 
swarmed with judges, sheriffs, customs in- 
spectors.and other petty officials. A month 
ago a round-up was ordered, and the re- 
sult was that all the stock was seized and 
confiscated. 

Joseph S. Carter, an American who has 
been in the country ten years and whose 
stock was all born on Mexican soil, was 
arrested and is now in jail at Ensenada. 
Donald Moore and William Carney, two 
other Americans who were driving 
through the country looking for a range, 
were also arrested and are in jail. Their 
entire outfits were confiscated. Charles 
Baker, Peter Johnson and some others 
left the country, but all their stock is in 
the hands of the Mexicans. The stock is 
valued at $15,000. It will be driven to 
Ensenada and sold.

THE FIELD OF ELECTRICITY. 


ELECTRIC LOCOMOTIVES COM- 
| ING INTO VOGUE. 


Electricity in. Irrigation — Temper- 
ature of the Electric Arc—Fads 
in Electric Work — Tape 
the Mile. 


— 


NEW YORK, Jan. 19, 1895.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) Concurrently with the an- 
nouncement that the New York and New 
Haven road is to equip two of its branch 


ines “with électricity, appear the details 


and drawings of the new electric locomotive 
for the belt line tunnel of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, under the city of Balti- 
more. It weighs 95 tons, is 14 feet 3 inches 
long, 9 feet 63.4 inches wide and of stand- 
ard guage. It is capable of 50 miles. an 
hour, backwards or forwards, and with 
loaded cars will make 30. It has two driv- 
ing motors. This locomotive is designed 
for heavy work, and will be called upon to 
handle trains as heavy as those now 
handled by heavy steam locomotives. A 
test of one of the completed trucks, repre- 
senting one-half of the locomotive, was 
recently made upon the tracks of the 
Schenectady works of the construction 
company. In order to obtain the necessary 
load a New York Central heavy six-wheel 
engine was made.use of, and the electric 
locomotive truck coupled to it. The ma- 
chines were then sent in opposite direc- 
tions and pulled at the connecting coupling 
as in a tug-of-war, The electric locomotive 
had a slight advantage over the steam en- 
gine in weight.on the driving wheels, and 
pulled it up and down the track with ap- 
parent ease. For the same weight upon 
the drivers it was shown that the electric 
locomotive will start a greater load than 
the steam locomoti the pull being con- 
stant throughout entire. revolution 
of the wheel, -The difficulty of va- 
tiation of pull with the angle crank 
as in the steam locomotive being elimi- 
nated. The test also proved that not only 
were the motors sufficiently powerful, but 
that the driving mechanism and armature 
couplings are amply strong to transmit 
the torque of the armature to the axle. 
ELECTRICITY IN IRRIGATION, 

In a few places artesian wells are util- 
ized to run electric light plants, and it has 
now been suggested that a reversal of the 
idea might be useful in establishing motor 
plants to operate pumps by means of which 
water could be widely distributed in arid 
regions. A 600-foot well can be sunk for 
$1500. It takes 27,154 gallons of water to 
cover an acre one inch deep. A .15-horse 
power motor will pump 750 gallo per 
minute and raise the water 50 feet. ven 
hundred and fifty gallons will cover 40 
acres 1 inch deep every 24 or 280 
acres every week. One well will furnish 
water during the irrigation season, 
from May 1 to August 31, to cover 280 
acres 17 inches deep. This is an abun- 
dance for almost any crop, and a great 
deal more than most crops require. The 


reservoir. The well could be sunk where 
most convenient, as the power comes to it 
by wire from the central station or power- 
house. One thousand horse power will 
run 56 15-horse power motors, and will al- 
low 15 per cent. loss for transmission of 
power from dynamos to motor. The lines 
for transmission, including poles, wires, 
Ste., would cost from $8000 to $10,000. Thus 
1000 horse power would furnish an abund- 
ance of water for 56 times 280 acres, or 
15,680 acres, about 24% sections, at a cost, 
not including ditches and reservoirs, of. 
about $160,000, a very little over $10 per 
acre. The total operating expense is esti- 
mated at about $1 per acre for the season. 
Where lighting plants or trolley roads are 
running, it should be easy to get the power 
current for the motor.

TRIC ARC. 
Long as the arc lamp has been in use 
the nature of its phenomena is still far 
from being known or understood. In a 
communication recently made by M. Violle.

The doubt is 
increased wen the gas is illuminated un- 
der the action of electricity, which seems 
capable of converting itself into light 
without heat. On the other hand, if the 
arc behaves e a conductor carrying a 
current it m be the seat of an evolution 
of heat proportional to the energy con- 
sumed, so that its temperature should in- 
crease with the current. In any case the 
cause which limits the temperature of the 
crater does not apply to the arc. M. 
Violle tried to determine the temperature 
of the arc by. introdueing into it a thin 
rod of carbon. A carbon rod introduced 
into the are produced between two poles 
of the same metal burns away differently 
with different metals, slowly with copper, 
quickly with zinc; showing, however, a 
much higher temperature than that of the 
volatilization. point of ‘zinc. M. Violle con- 
cludes that the temperature of the arc is, 
generally speaking, higher than of 
the positive carbon, and that it increases 
with the energy consumed. 

; FADS IN ELECTRIC WORK. 
Dr. Louis Bell has lately remarked on 
the fads that prevail in electrical industry, 
and on the rise and fall of various‘notions. 
It is a fact that some of the dynamos and 
motors best known owe their widespread 
use rather to the arts of brilliant salesmen 
than to any intrinsic merit; and sp it 
runs all along the line. Any electric-light 
man of a few years’ experience can cast 
a critical eye on his plant, or the plant of 
his neighbor, and perceive how almost 
every year there is a special fashion in 
the brands of wire that are most popular. 
One will come up in the market, backed by 
half-a-dozen choice expert tests, and for a 
year or two will be given a right royal 
welcome by station managers. Then 
another brand, quite the proper thing in 
installation, will show up and have its 
turn in popular favor. There are now on 
the. market a large number of kinds of 
most’ excellent insulated wire; but their 
excellence and reputation are not the 
slightest bar to some peculiar make being 
taken up as a fad, and for a season or two 
holding sway over the hearts of wiremen. 
Insulated wire, perhaps, sees more novel- 
ties than anything else, but it is worth 
noting that some remain popular and use- 
ful that were employed by Morse and 
other pioneers néarly half a century ago. 

MAGNETISM AND GERMINATION, 

The experiments on the effects of elec- 
tricity and magnetism on plants continue 
from time to time. The latest are those 
of Tolomei, Who has tried the effects of 
magnetism on the germination of 
lus vulgaris. He found that a magnetic 
field of feeble intensity had no apprecia- 
ble effect on the germination of the seeds; 
while a field of great intensity caused 
more or less increased rapidity of growth 
in proportion to the proximity of the grow- 
ing seeds to the point of greatest mag- 
netic intensity.

The Bight of Aliens to Hold Lands in 
California. : 


Los ANGELES, Feb. 4.—(To the Editor | 
of The Times:) Mr. Gottschalk does well 


in calling attention in his letter, published 
in this miorning’s Times, to the unfortu- 
nate effect of the adoption last November 
of the constitutional amendment dealing 
with the tenure of land in this State by 
aliens. What the real motive, which in- 
spired the amendment was, it is difficult 
to see. The Legislature has had full 
power, ever since the admission of Call- 
fornia into the Union, to limit or pro- 
hibit the acquisition or holding of land 
in this State by non-resident aliens. In- 
stead of exercising this power it has ex- 
pressly enacted that “Any person, whether 
citizen or alien, may take, hold and dis- 
pose of property, real or personal, within 
this State, Umiting this liberality only 
by the provision that in case of prop- 
erty passing on death, where there is no 
will, the successor must appear and claim 
his succession within five years. It might 


naturally have been supposed that, before | 


Legislature would seek power to pro- 
hibit 225 acquisition or holding of land 
by resident aliens, it would have  exer- 
cised the power it already had by limiting 
the rights of non-residents. The Legis- 
lature took a different view of the proper 
‘onder of events, however, and now has 
power to forbid aliens, whether resident 
or non-resident, from acquiring and hold- 
ing lands in California. 
ne knowledge that this is the case 
‘must necesarily tend to discourage aliens, 


ing their capital here on mortgage of real, 
estate, as, before the time comes for fore- 
‘closure, the Legislature may have acted 
on its newly acquired power; and it may 
be impossible for the mo ee to buy 
in the property without having recourse 
to some of those subterfuges which al- 
ways follow in the wake of this class of 
illiberal, restrictive legislation. By dis- 
couraging the investment of capital, the 
rates of interest on loans are raised and 
the poor, in need of cheap money, are 
oppressed. | 

The sooner the Legislature declares its 
intention on this subject the better for 
the people. 

The fact that the amendment was sub- 
mitted by the last Legislature to the 
people, and has been approved, would 
indicate an intention to make some 
change in the law, and a felling of. un- 
certainty and mistrust is always to be 
avoided if possible, especially in financial 
matters. 

At the same time, resident aliens, de- 
sirous of investing in the purchase of 
real estate, need not, I think, be fright- 
ened by the adoption of amendment 
in question. As I said befor’, the amena- 
ment only puts resident aliens in the posi- 
tion in which non-resident aliens ‘have 
been since 1849.

that the President still clung tenaciously 
to Gen. Halleck as his military adviser, 
never doubted for a moment that Mr. 
Lincoln was more than willing that the 
rank should be revived with the distinct 
understanding that Grant should be the 
wearer of the title, and by virtue thereof 
become at once the generalissimo of all 
the military forces of the United States. 

That the Président did cling to Halleck, 
in spite of the very general popular dis- 
favor with which the general was re- 
‘garded, is well known. When I ventured, 
one day, to say to the President that Hal- 
leck was disliked because many people 
supposed that he was too timid and hesi- 
tating in his military conduct, Mr. Lin- 
coln's face at once wore a sober, almost 
severe expression as he said that he was 
Halleck's friend because nobody else was. 
Other men had received from the Presi- 
dent a somewhat similar impression; and, 
whatever may have been thought of the 
very remote possibility that any other 
man than Gen. Grant would be called 
to the head of the armies, Congressmen 
who were clamorous for a more vigorous 
prosecution of the war were eagerly turn- 
ing to the 11 general bill,“ as 
it was called, as the readiest way to be 
rid of Gen. Halleck’s alleged slowness. 

If there was any doubt as to the popu- 
larity of Grant in Washington (and he was 
disposed to regard that city as a place of 
snares,) the arrival of the newly-created 
lieutenant-general effectually dissipated it. 
He had been called to the capital, and had 
arrived there late in the afternoon of 
March 8, 1864. 

That evening, as it chanced, was the oc- 
casion of the usual weekly reception at 
the White House, and thither Gen. Grant 
went by special invitation. Thither, too, 
went throngs of people when it was known 
that he would be on view with the Presi- 
dent. So great was the crowd, and so wild 
the rush to get near the general, that he 
was obliged at last to mount a sofa, where 
he could be seen, and where he was secure, 

at least for a time, from the madness of 
the multitude. Women were caught up 
and whirled in the torrent which swept 
through the great east room. Ladies suf- 
fered dire disaster in the crush and con- 
fusion; their laces were torn and crino- 
lines mashed, and people got upon sofas, 
chairs and tables to be out of harm’s way 
or to get a better view of the spectacle. 

It was the only real mob I ever saw in 
the White House. It was an indescribabie 
scene of curiosity, joy and pleasure. For 
once, at least, the President of the United 
States was not the chief figure. The lit- 
the, scared-looking man who stood oh a 
crimson-covered sofa was the idol of the 
hour. He remained on view for a short 
time; then he was quietly smuggled out by 
friendly hends, and next day he departed 
from the city, which he then appeared to
